Dear Mr. Weisberg, 

Thank you for your, letter of October 15 and for the 
copies of WHITEWASH II and PHOTOGRAPHIC WHITEWASH. En- 
closed is a check for $16.90. I thought I had POST MORTEM, 
but can't find it. Please refresh my memory. When did you 
publish it? What precisely did you focus on in that book? 

I would be glad to have the Indian Student work for me. 

We can get around the difficulties imposed by her student 
visa easily, I will make out the check to you, as if you 
were performing the research. You can then give her the 
cash "under the table." 

About what occasioned the BUTEL of August 7, 1967, which, 
in turn, occasioned the New Orleans teletype of August 8, 1967, 
relating to conspiracy allegations made immediately after the 
assassination, it would be useful for me to know what Garrison 
was up to at that time. 

Had Garrison made a request to the FBI for those FBI re- 
ports of conspiracy allegations? Had Garrison questioned 
the ability or integrity of SA Reed Jensen who was the author 
of most of the reports FBI HQ requested? What do you have in 
your FBI files relating to what was going on in the Garrison 
investigation in July and early August, 1967? 

About who on the Warren Commission received all the FBI 
reports. Wouldn't you suppose Rankin was too busy to read 
all of them? His right hand man and liaison with the FBI 
was Howard Willens. It seems to me it would have been Willens 
who would have had to sift through that mountain of paper. 
Right? 
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About the entry of the name Gandy above Hosty in the 
Oswald notebook. Gandy is an unusual name. It strikes me 
that it must refer to Hoover's secretary. Oswald might have 
had the wild idea of calling her to complain of Hosty. Or 
there could be a more sinister reason for the appearance of 
her name in the alleged assassin's notebook. It occurred to 
me that one of the reasons why the FBI did not turn that page 
of the notebook over to the Warren Commission was not so much 
because it contained Hosty 's name, but the name of J. Edgar 
Hoover's secretary. 

By the way, do you have a copy of Oswald's notebook? 

I am interested in the inner workingiof the Warren 
Commission and would appreciate receiving whatever material 
you have on this subject, especially the docinnent you mentioned 
on your last page indicating "how terrified of the FBI the 
Commission was as early as January, 1964."
